Escott, a resident of one of the most

Transportation is the question o£ the hour. 
The national gov- 
L 


'ernment is committed to the policy o£ the improvement of its 
waterways. 


The principal foreign countries are far in advance of us in the 


construction and improvement of their natural and artificial water- , 
ways and have a fixed policy for the systematic connection of their' 
natural waterways by canals. 


There is presented to the people by the Toledo, Fort Wayne 


and Chicago deep waterway association a plan of connecting Lake 
Michigan and Lake Erie by what seems to be from the best infor- 
mation obtainable, the most practicable waterway between Toledo . 
and Chicago, by way of Fort Wayne. 


Unofficial but scientific opinion gives the assurance that a great /' 


abundance water is available at the summit level at all times for/ 
the successful and dependable operation of such a canal. 


This route has the additional advantage of a connection -with 


the Miami and Erie canal at Defiance, the enlargement of which 
canal into a barge or ship canal between Lake Erie and the Ohio 
river is now being actively and enthusiastically promoted. 


The construction of the proposed Michigan and Erie canal, 


coupled with the enlargement of the Miami and Erie canal, will pro- 
vide much needed transportation facilities, not only between Lake 
Brie and Lake Michigan, but between both of those lakes an'd the 
Ohio river. 


The territory directly benefited hy these joint improvements is • 


inhabited by twenty per cent of the population of the United- States, 
and rivals in richness as regards agriculture and manufacturing any 
other part' of the world. 


This convention and those who are promoting the enlargement 


of the Miami and Erie canal are not asking appropriations for con- 
struction, but are simply asking comparatively nominal sums for 
surveys to determine the feasibility and practicability of these abso- 
lutely essential improvements.

He Goes Deeply Into Desirability of 


Rate Competition. 


Charles S. Bash, who presided at the 


Beveridge meeting at Princess rink, 
spoke earlier in the evening, going 
deeply into the matter of freight rates 
and urging the necessity for such com- 
petition with the railroads as water- 
ways would give. 
In part Mr. Bash 


said: 


."Any system or plan o£ government 


which tends to protect and foster in- 
dividual effort 
and to stimulate 
the 


same, is to be desired. 
It Is a tact 


that the nation wherein the people are 
largely well to do and in which the 
wealth 
is generally 
equitably 
dis- 


tributed, is the strongest both morally, 
politically and 
commercially. 
That 


nation is also stronger in war as well 
as in'peace and possesses a higher or- 
der of culture and refinement. One of 
the most noted judges in the United 
States, once said:. "The power to tax, 
the power to destroy." No truer words 
were ever spoken and nothing can ap- 
peal to you more strongly at this time 
than this statement. This applies di- 
rectly upon the question of transpor- 
tation. Give me the power to fix rales 
of transportation and I can build up 
one community and absolutely de- 
stroy another. It is idle to say that 
no corporation, whether public or pri- 
vate service would do this. We are 
selfish ,by nature, and the ability to 
arbitrarily fix rates makes men greedy 
and unmindful of the interests ot the 
masses. 


"It has been-said that no public 


service corporation would levy exces- 
sive rates for any service, but It must 
be borpe in mind that corporations 
are human in management and that 
the very ability to assess or exact rates 
has a tendency to make corporations 
unmindful of their obligations to the 
public. Water transportation tends 13 
the conservation of our natural 
re- 


sources more than any other single 
factor. 
Water transportation is 
fat- 


reaching 
in its Influence on 
freight 


rates and is not confined to the im- 
mediate locality nor even to the state 
or states where constructed, but its 
influence extends hundreds and thou- 
sands of miles beyond Its Immediate 
route. 


Wherein lies our salvation? First, 


the desires of a few people that all 
vessels must break bulk at

is that we are heartily in accord with 
your purposes, and afi earnest believers 
in tho benefits to be obtained by our 
people through the building of the Mich- 
igan and Erie canal.
